The trend indicated by the 
restructuring of the long - dormant 
Selective Service System shows 
the nation moving closer to a 
preacetime draft 
Peggy Briggs. Sacramento Peace 
Center co - director 

The Selective Service System 
has always existed on paper,” said 
Briggs. referring to the Selective 
Service Law of 1948. The law. in its

Caltrans offers 
U.S. 50 meter plan

An on - ramp signal device to 
reduce traffic congestion at peak 
commuter hours is being designed 
for the Hornet Drive entry to US 
Highway 50 and should be 
instalied by April 1982, according 
to state Transportation 
Department planner Jim Standiee 

The on - ramp signal, costing 
$50,000 to $60,000, is one part of 
an $800,000 project which will 
inciude nine westbound ramps 
between Watt Avenue and 
Stockion Boulevard along the 
freeway 


The metering system works in 
such a way t)\at stop and go traffic 
lights at each on ramp permit one 


or more Cars onto the freeway in an 
orderly, spaced manner The 
lights, which hold cars for only 
four to five seconds (15 seconds at 
most), are activated by sensors 
under the freeway measuring 


traffic density. If a large gap in the ¢ 


traffic occurs, the light would 
permit more cars to enter 
Spaced far enough back from 


the freeway to give smailer Cars { 


accelerating room, the light is also 
close enough to allow storage 
space for cars which may become 
backed up at the light. While the 
time that cars are held is only afew 
seconds, it is possible that 4 car 
Six Or seven Cars back in line may 
have to wait a couple minutes, said

Though it was a war - time situation, the 83 men on 
board were held for a veriod of 10 months and 
subjected to brutal beatings the entire time the ship 
was held Many were forced to sign documents 
denouncing this country and its policies 

Commander Lloyd Bucher reported that on more 
than one occasion, his captors threatened to shoot 
one member of the crew daily until he signed a false 
confession 

When the crew returned, they were literally 
treated as traitors and subjected to numerous 
hearings and inquests 

Richard B Russell (D Ga), chairman of the 
Senate Armed Services Committee, said Dec. 30 
1968 that the Pueblo crew was “being hailed as 
heroes They are heroes in the sense that they 
survived imprisonment,” said the seriator, “but they 
did sign a great many documents that did not reflect 
iny heroism in my mind 

lf there is such a thing as a collective social 
conscience, then perhaps the whole issue of the 52 
returned Americans has been overplayed with one 
parade too many We are, in effect, making heroes 
out of them because they were incarcerated 
exactly what we deemed deplorable 13 years ago 

Perhaps the media hype over their return is purely 
imeans of manufacturing patriotism Perhaps it is 
ne way to salvage whatever national pride we may 
have left Perhaps it is a vivid, yet gross example of 
the way we ignored our fellow Americans who were 
ifter all, doing what they had been conscripted to 
jo Certainly, it is an example of the about - face we 
have performed nationally, with not so much as a 
backward glance 

The POW’s, the MIA’s and all the men who served 
in Vietnam were never greeted with yellow ribbons 
or a country awaiting them with open arms. Today 
many lives and years later, we seem to be ignoring 
the wisdom of hindsight and the bands play on

Ellis determined 
to be everywhere

Rarely does a coach insist that a player give less than an ail - out 
effort. In the fast - flowing movement of basketball, total intensity 
seems to be a necessity 

But in Seleta Ellis’ case, this insistence on res’ ‘aint is not only 
necessary, it is mandatory 

Ellis is a 5'9" sky - jumping forward for the CSUS women’s team. 
whose great leaping ability is matched only by her unbridied 
enthusiasm to be everywhere on the court at once. This aggressive 
play, teetering on reckless abandon, has led her to a team - high of 25 
fouls in seven Goiden State Conference games 

Seleta’s fouling propensity has caused Coach Linda Hughes to say, 
“Keep your hands out of the cookie jar All you've been getting are the 
crumbs anyway.” Ellis says, “| have orders not to touch the bali.” 

A glance at Seieta's statistics explains Hughes’ concern over her 
foul problems. In 10 of the Hornets’ 14 games, Ellis has scored 13 or 
more points for a 17 3 average. in the other four games, she scored 6, 
6, 8, and 10 points while either fouling out or playing with four fouls 

When not encumbered with foul trouble, Ellis may very well be the 
team’s most versatile and dangerous player Blessed with the highest 
vertical leap on the team and tremendous quickness, the lithe 20 - year 
- old sophomore is particularly effective with her favorite shot, the foul 
line jump - shot. She drives inside the key, pulls up, leaps and seems to 
hang forever, cradling the ball in one hand before releasing it at the 
top of her jump 

Seleta's well balanced statistics attest to her importance. She is 
second in scoring average (14.6), assists and steals third in 
rebounding (7.10. Ellis, a four - year starter at St. Paul High School in 
San Francisco, where she averaged 20 points, also leads the team in 
total points and field goa!s 

Ellis thinks her foul problems are over, saying “I'm working on 
settling down and being less aggressive. | didn't have a lot of stupid 
fouls, | just went after the ball too hard Butin the last two games (CSU 
Hayward and San Francisco State) | kept myself out of trouble. There 
were times | feit | could go for the ball and get it, but { didn’t try.” 

Hughes says that for her team to be successful, four players must 
score in double figures, and Ellis is one of them. And if last weekend's 
games indicate what Seleta can do without foul trouble, then Hughes 
shouidn't worry about double digits 

Ellis combined for 33 points in the two games. including 17 in the 
upset of San Francisco. This game, played before her parents and 
friends, was perhaps the most thrilling of her career. Ellis, who scored 
a career - high 28 points against US. International earlier this year, 
said, “| was really pumped up. It was the first time in a while that my 
father had been able to see me play. Everybody played well and it was 
great that we beat them on their home court.’ 

Ellis lived only six blocks from SF State, chose CSUS for that 
reason “I've lived in San Francisco all my life and | wanted to get away 
some. Sacramento is just the right distance so | go home on the 
weekends as often as | can.” 

San Francisco's loss is Sacramento's gain, for Ellis has almost 
doubled her offensive statistics from last season. And now that the 
second round of GSC play is set, (CSUS travels to Sonoma State 
Saturday night), the unreserved Ellis is playing with just the right 

degree of reserve So don't expect her or the Hornets to foul out

|, along with thousands of other Australian 
mainianders, spent two weeks touring the island 
There are daily departures to Tasmania by plane and 
boat, the latter being the nicest, as it is an overnight 
cruise. Spending a vacation in Tasmania is as nice to 
Australians as staying in Hawaii is to Americans 
Vastly different from the rest of the nation. if offers 
tourists rugged coasts, dense rainforests, plentiful 
seafood delicasies and hisiorical sites 

We chose to expiore the isiand while camping, as 
it was the least expensive way and allowed us io stay 
almost anywhere.

Bobby and Midnights 
draw life from the Dead

To all outward appearances, the 
show which shook the rafters at 
Freeborn Hail in Davis Saturday 
night could have been a Grateful 
Dead concert 

The Sacramento faction of 
Deadheads was out in force, clad 
in its typical garb of T - shirts, Levi 
jackets and what have you, ali em- 
biazoned with the Dead’s skull and 
roses insignia) Numerous acid 
casualties prowled the aisies, ear- 
ing the telltale hypnotic stare of 
psychosis. There was at least one 
enterprising Deadhead who came 
equipped with a sophisticated tape 
recorder so that the evening's 
music might be kept for posterity 
There was even a Hell's Angel in 
attendance 

But it wasn't a Dead concert 
Not exactly, anyway. The band 
which drew this agglomeration of 
60s hold - outs was Bobby and the 
Midnights, the latest in a succes- 
sion of splinter bands whose only 
common denominator is the in- 
clusion of one or more members of 
the Grateful Dead. Bobby and the 
Midnights tall into this category as 
the group's leader is Dead guitarist 
and singer Bob Weir, and Brend 
Mydiand, the Dead's keyboardist 
also lends his services as a Mid- 
might 

However, Weir and Mydiand are 
not the only members of this group 
with such a celebrated 
background. The rest of the Mid 
nights consists of drummer Billy 
Cobham, who has achieved 
notoriety in the jazz idiom rather 
than in rock and backs up Stanley 
Clarke, John McLaughiin's 
Mahavishnu Orchestra and mast 
recently Jack Bruce, ex - bassist 
with Cream. The Midnight's iead 
guitarist, Bobby Cochran, served 
time in Steppenwolf and the Flying 
Burrito Brothers, while bassist Tim 
Bogert started out with acid 
rockers Vanilla Fudge and was 
later associated with guitar - hero 
Jeff Beck and drummer Carmine 
Appice 

The band’s line up is rounded 
Out by Matthew Kelly, a guitarist 
and harp player who has played 
with the New Riders as well as one 
of Weir's earlier efforts, Kingfish 

Such a long and varied list of 
credentials would leave one 
wondering what type of music this 
group would produce. Well, the 
evening's fare ranged from biues 
to country/western to a jazz fusion 
and an attempt at reggae, but by 
the end of the show it was plain 
that the theme of the evening was 
rock and roll in its purest form 

The first set (which, in typical 
Dead fashion, started nearly an 
hour late) led off with a 50s rocker, 
“Poison ivy,” and was quickly 
followed by an oid Marty Robbins 
tune, “Big iron,” which Weir firet 
covered during his tenure with 
Kingfish. This song featured a 
biistering guitar solo from 
Cochran, although many of his 
licks were reminiscent cf another 
of Weir's associates, Jerry Garcia 

Another Kingfish song, “Sup- 


plication.” an instrumental piece 
which is closer in style to jazz 
fusion that anything else, gave 
drummer Cobham a chance to 
show off some of his jazz creden- 
tials after having merely kept the 
beat for most of the night. Even 
while merely providing a base for 
the rest of the band’s efforts, 
Cobham's virtuosity shone 
through. Never pretentious or over 
bearing, his style and _inter- 
pretation were exactly what each 
tune calied for. Later, when soio- 
ing in the second set, Cobham es- 
chewed the usual tendency of 
drummers, which is to play as loud 
as you Can as fast as you can for as 
long as you can. instead, he used a 
prudent combination of dynamics, 
tempos and 4 variety of simple and 
complex rhythms to show the 
audience the meaning of the word 
“drummer.” 

Cobham's fiourishes also 
highlighted another piece, “it's So 
Easy,” one of Weir's solo efforts 
From this, they moved into a cover 
of reggae artist Jimmy Cliff's “Sit- 
tin’ In Limbo,” a definite departure 
from the type of music Weir usually 
plays. The two songs com- 
plemented each other perfectly, 
providing another of the more 
memorable moments of the 
evening 


The second set began with a 
couple more biues numbers, 
which were unfortunately marred 
by technical problems with Weir's 
amplifier, These resolved, the 
band went on to an especially 
playful version of Bad Company's 
“Young Biood,” and another 
reggae tune called “Book of 
Rules.” 

The set's high point came ina 
tour de force version of “Heaven 
Heip the Fool,” with Weir and 
Cochran trading leads, and a swirl~ 
ing organ solo by Mydiand 


The two - hour - plus show 
ended a rollicking cover of “The 
Joint Kept Rockin,’ " again featur- 
ing solos by the better part of the 
band 

Unsated, the audience calied 
them back for a quick but powerful 
run - through of the Dead raver, 

One More Saturday Night.” Still 
unquenched, the crowd refused to 
leave after the lights were raised, 
prompting the band to take the 
stage again for a second encore 
consisting of a killer version of the 
Stones’ war - horse, “Satisfaction.” 
This proved to be the surprise of 
the evening, the extra something 
that made us feel we'd witnessed 
something special 

It's rare to see a number of 
musicians from different 
backgrounds get together and 
piay just for the hell of #. 
Whenever Cochran would play @ . 
really hot lick, Weir would come 
back with one just as strong, which. 
would in tum inspire Mydiand, 
Kelly, Bogert or Cobham to do the 
same 

The only ones who enjoy 
themselves nearly as much were in 
the audience.
